1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

2. Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform 
Commercial Code. A consignor is 
required to place his bids on his proper¬ 
ty no later than 48 hours prior to the 
commencement of the auction sale. If 
the consignor is the successful bidder on 
his lot(s), and has failed to place his bids 
on those lots more than 48 hours prior to 
the auction sale, then the consignor is 
required to pay both the appropriate sell¬ 
er’s fee and buyer’s fee. 

3. The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the 
event of any dispute between bidders, 
the Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
immediately put the lot up for sale again. 
The Auctioneer’s decision shall be final 
and binding upon all bidders. 

4. A buyer’s premium equal to 10% of the 
successful bid price will be added to 
each invoice (buyer’s fee), unless the pur¬ 
chase is made by a consignor’s bid on the 
consignor’s property, in which case a dif¬ 
ferent fee is charged. This fee may be dif¬ 
ferent than the buyer’s fee.

Shipping, handling, and insurance 
charges will be added to invoices for lots 
delivered by mail.The minimum charge is 
$10.00 plus $0.25 per coin. 

Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
written shipping instructions to the 
Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered 
outside of the United States, including 
specified customs declarations. Any risk 
of loss during shipment will be borne by 
the buyer following Auctioneer’s delivery 
to the designated common carrier. All 
shipping charges will be borne by the 
successful bidder. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid 
in full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted 
by law until paid from the date of the 
auction, and if the Auctioneer refers the 
invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, 
the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, 
court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by the Auctioneer.

Mail bidding at auction is both fun and easy and 
only requires a few simple steps.

Bids are recorded as they are received. Preference 
is given to the first bid received in case of a tie.

On lot 25, you submit a bid of $1,000, and the 
second highest mail bid is at $500. In this case, bid¬ 
ding on the floor starts at $550, and is bid by our 
company on your behalf.

1 1832 MS 64 Brown NGC. Sharply struck with lovely, deep reddish- 

brown surfaces. 


CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 


2 1793 Chain AMERI. Fine 12 PCGS. S-l, R.4. Lightly granular 
surfaces, with some areas of pitting on both sides. Uniform, choco¬ 
late-brown color with the date, legends, and devices all clearly visi¬ 
ble. The overall appearance is pleasing and perhaps superior for the 
grade. This issue is probably one of the most famous of all U.S. 
coins, and represents one of the very first coins struck by the United 
States mint at Philadelphia. 

3 1793 Chain AMERICA VF 25 PCGS. S-4, High R.3. A scarcer 
Wreath cent variety that is characterized by a period after LIBERTY 
and another after the date (not visible on this coin because of wear).

Sharply struck with a couple of 
small carbon flecks.

1866 MS 64 Red NGC. Lustrous orange-red patina glows like the 
embers of a banked fire. Minute traces of a reverse fingerprint may 
account for the grade, but it is clearly superior as an MS 64. 

1866 MS 64 Red NGC. Bright copper-gold color with fully defined 
feather tips, and a slightly grainy appearance. Quite scarce in full red 
condition. 

1871 MS 64 Red NGC. Full mint bloom with a few small marks on 
this scarcer early date Indian cent. Boldly defined throughout.

384 1880-S MS 67 NGC. Fully struck, the shimmering mint luster is 
fully brilliant on the obverse while the reverse displays fine specks 
of light color. 

385 1880-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and fully struck with bright¬ 
ly reflective fields and frosted devices. Strong eye appeal. 

386 1880-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and fully 
struck, the heavily frosted devices present a stark cameo contrast 
against the depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. 

387 1881-0 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS; and an 1882-0 MS 
63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS, both highly reflective examples of 
these slightly better O-mints. (Total: 2 coins) 
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388 1881 -S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Exceptionally clean and 
brilliant except for a small patch of golden-brown patina at the 
perimeter of each side. 

389 1882 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with excellent mint lus- 


390 1882 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and frosted but somewhat softly struck 
in the centers. 

391 1882 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant with nicely mirrored surfaces 
and not a hint of toning. There are a few minimal surface abrasions. 

392 1882-CC MS 65 PCGS. Snow-white and frosty, with an exception¬ 
ally clean cheek. 

393 1882-0 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant, frosty, and very well struck with 
excellent definition in the centers. The cheek and fields are unusual¬ 
ly clean and virtually abrasion free. 

394 1882-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. A gem piece in every respect. This 
brilliant dollar has lots o’ flash and is borderline DMPL. 


395 1882-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and fully struck with bor¬ 
derline DMPL fields. 

396 1883 MS 66 NGC. Superb quality overall with clean features and 
soft, frosted luster characteristics. 


397 1883 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A very pleasing example 
of this more difficult date. Just the slightest hint of milky color. 

398 1883-0 MS 64 ANACS, soft golden-violet obverse toning; and an 
1883-0 MS 65 ANACS, boldly struck and brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

399 1884-CC MS 66 ANACS. An exquisite CC dollar that is brilliant 
throughout and possessed of bright, luminous surfaces that are vir¬ 
tually flawless. 

400 1885 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant snow-white over both 


401 1885-CC MS 65 NGC. Gray-brilliant surfaces with a trimming of 
golden at the margins. 

402 1885-0 MS 65 NGC; 1898-0 MS 65 NGC; and a 1904-0 MS 65 
NGC, all clean, frosty-white New Orleans dollars. (Total: 3 coins) 

403 1885-0 MS 66 NGC. Well struck and brilliant with frosted mint lus¬ 
ter. 


404 1885-S MS 64 NGC. Well struck and semi-prooflike, the central 
portions of each side are mostly brilliant while the peripheral areas 
show muted golden-lavender patination. 

405 1886-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Razor sharp with clean, fully bril¬ 
liant surfaces. Scarce with this combination of prooflikeness and 
choice quality. 

406 1888 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Well struck with good 
depth in the fields, the surfaces are almost entirely brilliant with only 
a thin arc of golden noted at the top of the obverse. 

407 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and well struck. 

408 1888-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and flashy with a light 
cameo contrast and eye appeal to spare. Minimal, light contact 
marks and a stunning overall appearance. 

409 1890-CC MS 64 NGC. Brilliant and well struck with excellent lus¬ 
ter characteristics. A small planchet flake is noted at the bottom of 
the N in UNUM. 

410 1891-CC MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant with dazzling mint lus¬ 
ter, a couple of small toning spots are noted on the obverse. 

411 1891 -O MS 63 NGC. Untoned with reasonable sharpness in the cen¬ 
ters. 


412 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. Deep, satiny luster is displayed on a bright 
specimen. The strike is a bit soft in the centers, normal for a ‘91-0. 

413 1891-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant with clean surfaces 
for this often baggy Redfield issue. 

414 I892-CC MS 64 NGC. Frosty and well preserved under a layer of 
russet toning. The fields are exceptionally clean for the grade, with 
just a few light ticks. A popular and scarce Carson City issue. 

415 1892-0 MS 63 NGC. Satiny and very clean for the grade, showing 
a few discreet roller marks on the portrait. 

416 1893-S XF 40 PCGS. Evenly worn, the near-colorless surfaces 
show a few small abrasions consistent with the grade. 

417 1895-0 MS 63 NGC. When it comes to New Orleans mint Morgan 
dollars, no other issue can match either the overall rarity or the con¬ 
dition rarity of the ‘95-0. Struck in decreased numbers, most exam¬ 
ples saw years of wear and a moderate supply appears to have been 
withdrawn from commerce after only a year or two of circulation, 
thus accounting for the AU examples often offered as uncirculated. 
True mint state pieces, however, are genuinely rare in Morgan dol¬ 
lar terms, with most of those being poorly struck and of only aver¬ 
age quality. This choice, rather sharply defined specimen is relative¬ 
ly clean for the grade. A couple of marks are mentioned for pedigree 
purposes: a rather heavy one is on Liberty’s jaw under her ear, a less 
noticeable one is diagonally placed in the field in front of her chin. 
The surfaces are satiny, being toned a light steel-gold color overall. 
An important rarity for the serious collector of this popular series. 
Population: 9 in 63, 10 higher. 

418 1896-0 MS 60 NGC. A solid uncirculated example of this very 
scarce, late date dollar. Usually only seen in circulated grades, the 
‘96-0 is a rare item in strict mint condition. Virtually untoned, the 
mint luster is complete. The coin’s grade is derived from the several 
larger bagmarks seen on the obverse and the softness of strike in the 
centers. 


419 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. Both sides of this conditionally scarce O-mint 
display ample sharpness on the highpoints and are toned in milky 
sliver-gray shades. 

420 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. A lower-end mint state example of this condi¬ 
tionally challenging later date Morgan dollar. Muted gray patina 
covers both sides with surprisingly strong underlying luster. 

421 1897-0 MS 61 NGC. A conditionally scarce O-mint exhibiting an 
uncommonly bold strike, with especially strong details over the ear 
of Liberty. Satiny brilliance that is above-average for the issue. 

422 1897-0 MS 62 NGC. Subdued steel-gray luster with a light overlay 
of golden-brown. Scarce in mint state. 

423 1897-0 MS 63 Prooflike NGC. An exceedingly rare mint state 
Morgan dollar in itself, the ‘97-0 is almost unheard of with 
prooflike fields. NGC has only certified a total of 9 mint state 
prooflike examples as of this writing, this being the second finest. 
Virtually untoned, the reflective fields reflect a few tiny contact 
marks as are normal for the grade. The central details are well struck 
and unusually sharp. A very unusual opportunity for the Morgan dol¬ 
lar enthusiast. 


424 1897-S MS 65 NGC. Lovely satin luster, with surfaces free from all 
but the tiniest marks. Fully brilliant except for a hint of pale gold 
color in the center of the obverse. 

425 1897-S MS 66 Prooflike NGC. Almost certainly not a Redfield 
coin, this piece lacks any of the characteristic bagginess commonly 
seen on the coins from that hoard. The surfaces overall are exquisite 
with flashy, mirrored fields and moderately frosted devices. Nearly 
abrasion-free and easily one of the finest ‘97-S Prooflike dollars we 
have ever seen. Population: 3 in 66, only 2 finer. 

426 1898 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a bit more con¬ 
trast than is generally seen on PLs of this issue. 

427 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Outstanding mint luster and remarkably free 
from abrasions, the striking details are slightly soft in the centers. 
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1898-0 MS 67 NGC. Superb surfaces overall with bright, coruscat¬ 
ing luster. There are virtually no abrasions on either side and the coin 
is fully brilliant. The only flaw we can find is a slight softness of 
strike in the Centers. Population: 19 in 67, none finer. 

1898- 0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The otherwise brilliant 
surfaces show just a dab of golden patina in the center of each side. 
Nicely mirrored and moderately contrasted. 

1899 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with razor sharp definition 
and only minimal surface marks. 

1899- 0 MS 66 NGC. A superb, white, fully struck Morgan dollar 
that is destined for a very high grade type set. Very few surface 
blemishes are noted. 

1900- 0/CC MS 65 NGC. A fully gem example of this conditionally 
challenging Morgan dollar variety. Brilliant and satiny, there are 
only the slightest abrasions on either side. The CC undermintmark is 
quite obvious, even to the unaided eye. 

1901 -S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and completely white overall. Just a 
tad soft over Liberty’s ear, but void of the roller marks sometimes 
seen on this popular semi-key issue. 

1902 MS 62 ANACS; 1903 MS 63 ANACS; and a 1904 MS 61 
ANACS, all lustrous late-date Philadelphia issues. (Total: 3 coins) 

1902-0 MS 66 PCGS. Superb quality overall, the left margin of each 
side shows a thin arc of golden patina while the vast central portions 
are toned a speckled gray. The right periphery of both the obverse 
and reverse has a lovely translucent blue color. 

1902-S MS 64 PCGS. Good luster underlying the rich russet toning, 
just a trifle softly struck in the centers. 

1904 MS 64 NGC. A scarce Philadelphia issue in the better grades 
of mint state. The slightly subdued, satin-like luster is untoned for 
the most part. A bit softly struck in the centers, as usual. 

1921 MS 66 NGC. Superior luster, a full strike, and absolute mini¬ 
mal abrasions make this a memorable 1921 Morgan dollar. Light, 
even patina covers both sides with two darker spots of color on the 
reverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 


1893 PR 63 NGC. Completely brilliant with scarcely any frost on 
the devices, and therefore very little field-to-device contrast. Softly 
struck in the centers, as often seen on this date. 

1893 PR 64 PCGS. Of the 792 proofs struck in this year, this is cer¬ 
tainly one of the finer near-gem examples extant today. The brilliant 
and flashy surfaces have light hazy patina that does not obscure the 
mirrored flash of the coin. The only detracting element is a slight 
softness of strike in the centers. 

1900 PR 62 PCGS. Well mirrored and strongly struck under a coat¬ 
ing of golden-steel patina that is somewhat deeper in the protected 
areas. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


1922 MS 66 NGC. Satiny and remarkably clean. Essentially untoned 
throughout. 

1922-D MS 65 PCGS. A vibrant and exceptionally clean ‘22-D, 
showing only the lightest milky patina over each side. 

1922-D MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with superb luster The obverse 
fields show considerable metal flow, giving that side a matte-like 
appearance. Conditionally rare. Population: 40 in 66, none finer. 

1922-S MS 64 NGC. Fully lustrous with unusually bold central 
details. Some light-rose coloration is seen on the obverse. 

1923 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny, with full frosty mint luster on both sides. 
Completely white and untoned. 


447 1923 MS 66 NGC. Lilac and golden pastels appear on both sides of 
this gem. A lovely, high grade example of this date. 

448 1923 MS 66 NGC. Lustrous and fully struck with amazingly clean 
surfaces. 

449 1923-D MS 65 NGC. Fully defined in all areas with a bright metal¬ 
lic sheen covering both sides and minimal abrasions. Scarce in gem 
condition. 

450 1924 MS 66 NGC. Brilliant and well struck, metal flow gives the 
coin a matte-like appearance. 

451 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck, the bright, satiny surfaces show 
an occasional speckling of color over the coin’s basic brilliance. 

452 1925 MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous with an even layer of gray-golden pati¬ 
na across both sides. 

453 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces and 
showing just a bit of pastel golden patina. 

454 1925 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck and untoned with a fine-grain, 
matte-like appearance. 

455 1925-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright and lustrous on both sides. An average 
strike, there are few marks on the surfaces. 


456 1925-S MS 64 NGC. An affordable alternative to spending thou¬ 
sands on an MS 65 example of this difficult date. Not only is this 
piece affordable, but it will also show well in a high grade collection. 
Bright and untoned throughout. 

457 1926-D MS 65 NGC. Lustrous, the basically brilliant surfaces have 
smoky-golden and gray-lilac accents on each side. Fully struck, the 
only mark of note is a horizontal one at the top of the eagle’s wing. 

458 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck, the satiny surfaces are covered 
with light, hazy gray patina. 

459 1926-S MS 65 NGC. Sharply defined throughout with brilliant, 
satin-like surfaces and minimal abrasions. 

460 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. Excellent luster underlays gold toning with 
some darker peripheral shadings. Well struck, but not sharply, this 
piece will be a pleasant addition to a gem Peace dollar set. 

461 1927 MS 64 NGC. A choice-grade example of this scarce and pop¬ 
ular, semi-key date. Both sides are lightly toned in golden-rose 
shades and the strike is good. 

462 1928 MS 65 NGC. The 1928-P is one of the keys to the Peace dol¬ 
lar series, and has earned the respect of collectors over the years 
because it has the lowest mintage in the series with only 360,649 
pieces struck. This specimen is simply outstanding. The mint luster 
is overlaid by light golden-lilac patina. Fully struck. Population: 33 
in 65, only 1 finer. 

463 1928-S MS 64 NGC. Brightly lustrous beneath medium density 
golden-rose patina that is somewhat deeper in hue in the centers. 

464 1934 MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck with deep satiny brilliance and a 
hint of milky patina over the reverse. Choice and bright. 

465 1934 MS 65 PCGS. This fully struck example is primarily untoned 
but there is a hint of color on the obverse. Soft, creamy luster. 

466 1934 MS 65 NGC. Pale golden toning overlays the satiny surfaces. 
Well struck. Scarce in gem condition. 

467 1934 MS 65 PCGS. Excellent luster characteristics typify this pleas¬ 
ing satin-surfaced gem. Lightly toned and showing only the most 
trivial abrasions. 


468 1934-D MS 65 NGC. A lovely example of this conditionally chal¬ 

lenging, late-date dollar. Fully struck, the surfaces are nearly bril¬ 
liant with minimal abrasions and soft, frosted luster. 
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469 1935 MS 65 NGC. Bright and satiny with just a touch of pale gold¬ 
en patina on each side, otherwise brilliant. A premium example of 
this late-date Peace dollar. 

470 1935-S MS 63 PCGS. Soft golden toning is present mostly on the 
obverse. A couple of facial abrasions keep this from a finer class. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


471 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 PCGS. A high end, satiny 
example, tinted yellow-gold in the peripheral areas. 

472 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, 
semi-prooflike fields and minimal abrasions. A flashy and uncom¬ 
monly high grade example of this very scarce commemorative gold 


473 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 63 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold color and 
cleaner than one might imagine. Rare, key date issue. 

474 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Both the color 
and luster on this attractive Pan-Pac suggest a higher condition, but 
the normal friction on the miner’s cap limits the grade. 

475 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 NGC. Bright, satiny lus¬ 
ter with hints of pale orange color about the lettering. 

476 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Rich golden-yel¬ 
low mint luster. 

477 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65 PCGS. True gem gold 
commems are one of the most sought-after prizes in numismatics 
today. They comprise a short yet historic branch of numismatics that 
has always had a special appeal to the collector. With the hundreds 
of thousands and literally millions of modem day issues sold by the 
mint today, it is refreshing to offer a coin whose original mintage of 
only 15,000 is really difficult to find and represents true value. Rich 
golden color with essentially no marks. 

478 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65 NGC. Glowing lus¬ 
trous surfaces that show a light olive patina with a faint overlay of 
orange. The surfaces appear to be perfect, at least we cannot see any 
blemishes with the unaided eye. A lovely and totally original exam¬ 
ple of this popular gold commemorative. 

479 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65 PCGS. A vibrant, 
satiny gem, far choicer than the vast majority of this elusive gold 
commemorative. 

480 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. One tiny cut in the slain president’s 
hair from gem quality. 

481 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Subtle, creamy luster with smooth 
surfaces and orange-gold color. 

482 1916 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. Bright and frosty with hints of 
orange color in the protected areas of the reverse. The reverse is 
rotated about 30 degrees to the right. 

483 1916 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. Streaky orange patina over shim¬ 
mering surfaces. 

484 1917 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. The scarcer of the two McKinley 
varieties, displaying orange and pinkish-rose overtones. 

485 1917 McKinley MS 65 NGC. One of the more difficult issues in 
this state of preservation and nearly twice as scarce as the 1916 
issue. Fully lustrous and very bright. 

486 1922 Grant with Star MS 64 NGC. A lovely Grant that is bright 
and satiny on the obverse with semi-prooflike fields on the reverse. 
Even, deep color with no copper stains. 

487 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 NGC. Excellent luster with minimal 
marks. Quite nice for the grade. Trends $725. 

488 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Splendid yellow-gold periph¬ 
eral highlights. 


1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. An attractive, high grade 
example of this popular gold commemorative dollar. The surfaces 
are remarkably free from any noticeable marks and the mint luster 
has taken on a lovely, yet subtle, orange-gold coloration. 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined with light yel¬ 
low-gold color, good luster, and only a couple of marks from 65. 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 PCGS. Free of appreciable marks, 
with a halo of yellow-gold patina about either side. 

1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 PCGS. Very clean surfaces with rich 
reddish tinted golden mint luster. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLAR 


1886 MS 62 NGC. Boldly struck, with partial wire rims about the 
obverse and very little of the rim crumbling often associated with 
later P-mint gold dollars. This piece has a partial two-tone cameo 
appearance and a few light surface abrasions in the fields. One of 
only 5,000 business strikes of this year. 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


1889 PR 63 PCGS. A proof striking that shows deeply mirrored 
fields with some light frost evident on the devices. Proof 1889 gold 
dollars were minted in larger quantities than any other gold coin 
struck prior to 1933. Yet, only a small fraction of the 1,779 proofs 
struck are extant today—one estimate places the number as high as 
175 pieces. This coin has a few inconsequential hairlines and minor 
contact marks that account for the grade. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 


1836 AU 55 NGC. The still-lustrous surfaces have the usual under¬ 
pinning of green-gold color that one expects of this issue, but both 
sides of this coin have taken on an unusually deep overlay of red, 
almost crimson patination. A bit softly struck in the centers, as often 
seen. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

1843-0 AU 55 NGC. Small Date. The more common of the two 
varieties. This piece has distinctive greenish-gold color and shows 
good detailing throughout with no large or distracting blemishes. A 
high grade survivor and scarce as such. 

1852-C XF 40 PCGS. A scarce coin in all grades and one that is 
rarely seen above the XF level. This piece shows dramatic softness 
in the centers, but does not suffer from the usual planchet problems 
or heavy abrasions. Deeply toned in the crevices. Trends $1,300. 

1858-C AU 53 PCGS. A very rare Charlotte issue and a most impor¬ 
tant coin in this grade. Rated as a mid to high R.7 in AU condition, 
this piece is easily one of the finer examples known with only a 
small handful of mint state pieces extant today. The striking details 
on this coin are somewhat soft in the centers, as usually seen. A num¬ 
ber of small abrasions are peppered across each side, but there are 
very few of the planchet defects that are common to this issue. Good 
luster with much reddish color over the surfaces. Trends $2,650 in 
AU 50, $4,050 in AU 55. 

1860-S XF 40 NGC. An original example of this scarcer S-mint 
quarter eagle. The surfaces are a deep reddish-gold color and, as 
usual, the central devices on each side are softly struck. A clean coin 
with no mentionable abrasions on either side. Trends $700. 

1869-S AU 50 NGC. Bright, satiny surfaces with the expected soft¬ 
ness on the central details. Quite scarce in grades above XF. 

1873 Closed 3 AU 55 PCGS. Slightly scarcer than the Open 3 vari¬ 
ety, this piece shows a few field marks and somewhat irregular strik¬ 
ing details. 

1877-S MS 61 NGC. Well struck and semi-prooflike, as usual, with 
deep orange-gold color. Somewhat scarcer issue in mint state. 
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503 1879 MS 62 NGC. A moderately scarce issue in mint state, this is a 
sharply struck example that shows bright yellow-gold surfaces. 

504 1879-S AU 55 NGC. A scarce quarter eagle, the devices are well 
defined and the fields semi-prooflike with the only marks of note 
being just above the eagle’s head. 

505 1887 MS 61 PCGS. Only 6,160 business strikes were coined in this 
low mintage year. This specimen exhibits reflective surfaces on each 
side, is sharply defined, and shows light reddish patina. Population: 
8 in 61. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 


1870-S XF 45 PCGS. Much scarcer than the mintage of 17,000 
pieces would indicate. Most survivors are VF at best, with XF pieces 
only occasionally seen. This coin is well struck on the obverse with 
softly defined feathers on the eagle on the reverse. Lightly abraded, 
the surfaces have a slight accent of reddish patina around the outer 
portions of each side. Trends $5,500. 

1873 Open 3 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck, especially on the obverse, 
with partially bright fields. Scarce in mint state. 


519 1878-S MS 61 NGC. A scarce, late date S-mint that is seldom seen 

in mint condition. This is a well defined coin that has taken on a 
lovely reddish patina over the frosted mint luster. 


506 1906 PR 63 PCGS. While not considered a rare proof date, we have 

handled few examples of this issue over the past five years. Of the 
160 pieces originally produced, today perhaps as many as 65 
allegedly exist in all grades. This piece is certainly recognizable as a 
proof by its deeply reflective fields and intricate striking details. A 
no-contrast proof, there are a few scattered hairlines in the fields 
which account for the grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


520 1880 MS 63 PCGS. A better date in the Liberty five-dollar senes, 
this example displays bright, satiny luster and a rich, golden color on 
both sides. A choice example that is softly defined in the centers. 

521 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply defined throughout with bright, lus¬ 
trous surfaces. 

522 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous but a bit too bag- 
marked to qualify at a higher grade. 


523 1883-S AU 50 NGC. Well struck with deep, reddish tinged surfaces. 


507 1915 MS 62 NGC. Subdued luster with relatively clean fields. 

508 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. This is a lovely, upper-end type coin that has 
most of the eye appeal of a full gem. Lustrous and sharply struck 
with reddish-golden color. 


524 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. A scarce date in mint state, this piece has 

bright, coruscant luster, is fully struck, and shows rich reddish pati¬ 
na over both sides. A couple of small milling marks behind the neck 
prevent a higher grade. Population: 8 in 62, only 4 finer. 


509 1926 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with bright, satin-like luster. Quite a 
clean example of this normally heavily bagmarked type. 

510 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck, the only mentionable 
defect is a shallow scratch in the left obverse field. An attractive, 
high grade example of this elusive type. 

511 1929 MS 64 PCGS. Noticeably free from abrasions on the obverse, 
there are a few minor field marks on the reverse. Trends $2,500. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


525 1892 MS 62 PCGS. Well defined but not quite lustrous enough for a 
higher grade. 

526 1892-S MS 61 PCGS. The mint luster is complete although a bit sub¬ 
dued, and the striking details are fully brought up throughout. 
Marginally scarcer in this grade. Population: 19 in 61, 18 finer. 

527 1893-0 MS 61 NGC. One of the more commonly seen O-mint fives 
with an impressively low mintage of only 110,000 pieces. Scarce in 
mint state, the green-gold color of the coin is ptonounced and the 
striking details are well brought up throughout. A sharp looking 
example. 


512 1834 Plain 4 XF 45 PCGS. Bright green-gold surfaces that retain a 

semi-prooflike finish in the protected areas. The strike, while far 
from complete, is still above-average for the Classic Head type. 


528 1894-S AU 50 NGC. A scarce coin in high grades, this example is 

sharply defined with bright, prooflike fields and just a touch of light 
reddish patina. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

513 1848-D AU 50 PCGS. A scarce Dahlonega five that is considerably 
more difficult to locate in all grades than the previous five years 
from this mint. The 1848-D is a very elusive item any finer than XF 
with only a handful of pieces having been so graded since the early 
1920s. The striking details on this coin are quite weak in several 
areas, the obverse stars on the left side are ill-defined with stars 3 
and 4 being almost non-existent. The trailing hair curls down 
Liberty’s neck are not properly brought up either, and the feathers on 
the eagle’s neck are also soft. Lightly peppered with abrasions over¬ 
all. 

514 1853 AU 55 NGC. An underappreciated P-mint five, particularly as 
the grade moves into the AU and uncirculated range. The present 
example is well struck and retains much original mint luster. Trends 
$450. 

515 1856 AU 55 PCGS. Not among the rarer No Motto fives, but any 
half eagle of this type is desirable in such a pleasing, high AU con¬ 
dition. Sharply defined throughout, the surfaces are very clean and 
problem-free. 

516 1857 MS 61 NGC. A scarce P-mint half eagle that is actually com¬ 
parable to several of the mintmarked issues in the No Motto series. 
Fully struck with lustrous surfaces, there are numerous tiny abra¬ 
sions on each side, none of which are worthy of individual mention. 
Population: 7 in 61, 14 finer. 


529 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous surfaces but a bit baggy. 

530 1905-S AU 58 NGC. A scarce, late date mintmarked five that is a 
good value in this grade. Fully struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 

531 1905-S MS 61 PCGS. Fully struck, the bright mint luster shows just 
a bit of light reddish patina. Scarce in mint condition. 

532 1906-D MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with exceptionally clean sur¬ 
faces. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

533 1909-0 MS 61 NGC. With the lowest mintage in the series (34,200 
pieces), the 1909-0 is the premier rarity among Indian half eagles. It 
is conditionally rare as an uncirculated piece, such as this one. As 
always, the striking details are a bit soft, but curiously, the mintmark 
is quite bold with even the left side of the O strongly defined. The 
most obvious surface marks are a couple on the reverse, and sub¬ 
dued, satiny luster still remains overall. Trends $7,250 in MS 60, 
$14,500 in MS 62. 

534 1910-D MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with soft, frosted mint luster. 
Rarely found any finer than the present specimen. 

535 1911 -D AU 53 NGC. A scarce, low mintage five Indian that is sel¬ 
dom seen in mint condition. This is a bright, well struck coin with 
moderate signs of handling that represents a good value in this diffi¬ 
cult issue. 
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536 1914-S MS 62 PCGS. One of the true condition rarities in the Indian 

half eagle series, with only a tiny percentage surviving in uncircu¬ 
lated grades. A bit softly struck, the bright, lustrous surfaces show 
minimal abrasions, the most obvious ones being behind the head of 
the eagle. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


537 1841 XF 45 PCGS. Only moderately scarce in this grade, the 1841 
is quite difficult any finer than XF. This is a sharply struck piece with 
bright surfaces that show small abrasions scattered across both sides. 
Trends $725. 

538 1845 VF 35 PCGS. A Choice VF example of this scarcer P-mint ten. 
A bit softly defined in the centers, the only marks of note are a few 
in the reverse fields. 

539 1847 XF 45 NGC. Well struck with no large or distracting blemish¬ 
es. Medium golden toning. 

540 1847 AU 58 PCGS. Abundant, satiny luster is present on both sides 
as well as a typical number of small bagmarks and abrasions. The 
strike is well defined and exceptionally sharp for this early issue. 

541 1849 XF 45 PCGS. A common date P-mint, this piece is bright and 
minimally abraded with some striking softness. 

542 1849 AU 55 NGC. A bit soft on the highpoints, but with ample lus¬ 
ter in the protected areas. A relatively high grade for a No Motto ten. 

543 1850 Small Date AU 53 PCGS. Considerably scarcer than its Large 
Date counterpart, the Small Date of 1850 is very elusive in high 
grades with only three pieces certified in mint state. Overall this is a 
pleasing and apparently original coin that is a bit softly struck and 
shows a few small, insignificant, abrasions. The olive-gold color has 
a faint outline of gray around the devices with small portions of mint 
luster still in evidence. Trends $1,950 in AU 50, $10,250 in MS 60. 

544 1854-S XF 45 PCGS. Bright overall and actually retaining good por¬ 
tions of prooflikeness in the fields. Minimally abraded and showing 
a faint outline of red at the margins. 

545 1855 AU 50 NGC. One of the more popular No Motto tens because 
of its affordability and occasional availability in AU condition. Good 
luster with a few scattered abrasions. Trends $575. 

546 1866 VF 35 PCGS. Rare first year With Motto issue, one of a mere 
3,780 coins struck. On par with the average grade for this elusive P- 


547 1879 AU 58 PCGS. Although minted in fairly substantial numbers, 
the '79-P eagle is not often seen in higher grades. This piece is most¬ 
ly frosty and has rich golden-orange color, with only a few minor 
surface marks. 

548 1884 MS 60 NGC. Well struck with numerous small abrasions and 
showing muted luster. Scarce in mint state. 

549 1888-0 MS 60 NGC. A pleasing example with nice luster and no 
serious marks. 

550 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. A bold strike with a noticeable grease stain on 
the reverse, and a few marks about Liberty’s portrait. Scarce. 

551 1888-S MS 62 NGC. A satiny, high-end example that is only occa¬ 
sionally seen finer. 

552 1889-S MS 60 NGC. Well struck with even orange-gold color. 

553 1892-0 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck with attractive orange-gold color. 

554 1892-0 MS 61 NGC. Minor scufftness on the obverse. One of the 
more available New Orleans tens in mint state, with an impressive¬ 
ly low mintage of only 28,688 pieces. 

555 1892-0 MS 61 PCGS. Lightly abraded on the obverse. 
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556 1892-0 MS 61 NGC. Well struck with orange-gold coloration. Not 
especially scarce, but a popular coin because of its low mintage. 

557 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous with rich reddish tinged surfaces. 

558 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. Boldly detailed with scattered obverse marks 
being the only deterrent to a higher grade. An overlooked scarcity in 
this condition and almost never located finer. 

559 1895-S AU 53 NGC. A scarce and often overlooked late date issue. 
The surfaces are prooflike, lightly abraded throughout, and show a 
rich golden color. 

560 1896 MS 62 PCGS. Good luster but a bit baggy as indicated from 
the grade. Scarcer date in mint state. 

561 1896 MS 62 NGC. Lovely pinkish-gold color. Affordable, yet desir¬ 
able quality for this 100 year-old issue. 

562 1900-S MS 60 NGC. Outstanding luster and quite attractive for the 
grade. Population: 7 in 60, 10 higher. Trends $1,025. 

563 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply defined with deep orange-gold color. 

564 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


565 1908-S XF 40 NGC. A moderately circulated example of this popu¬ 
lar S-mint ten. 

566 1908-S AU 53 NGC. Much luster still remains and the devices show 
an attractive outline of rich rose patination. 

567 1909-D AU 53 NGC. Close to uncirculated with only the lightest 
amount of noticeable wear. 

568 1909-D AU 58 NGC. A lesser seen issue, particularly in mint state 
grades. Just a whisper of friction from uncirculated. 

569 1909-D MS 61 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, especially dif¬ 
ficult in mint state. This piece shows numerous abrasions on each 
side that limit the grade. 

570 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Unlike the half eagle of the same date and 
mintmark, the ‘09-D ten-dollar is comparatively scarce in mint state 
and quite elusive in choice and better condition. This piece has the 
usually seen frosted luster with a slightly granular texture. Only a 
few facial marks preclude a select rating. 

571 1910-S AU 58 NGC. A scarce item and seldom seen in strict mint 
condition. Nice color and pronounced granular surfaces. Well struck 
with just a touch of friction. 

572 1910-S AU 58 NGC. Much of the original mint luster still remains 
on this scarcer issue, most often found in well circulated (VF-XF) 
condition. 

573 1911 MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined with lovely, satin-like luster. 

574 1914-S AU 58 NGC. Missing just a bit of luster on the highpoints 
and lacking some striking detail at the top of the eagle’s wing. 
Another conditionally scarce issue. 

575 1915-S AU 58 NGC. Bright luster with only the lightest rubbing on 
the highpoints. 

576 1916-S MS 61 PCGS. Soft, satiny luster over granular, mane-like 
surfaces. The devices are a bit softly struck and most of the notice¬ 
able abrasions are concentrated in the reverse fields.

Repunching is also noted around the base of 
the 1 in the date. Moderately circulated, some remaining mint luster 
is seen around the more protected areas of the devices. Well struck 
in general, the peripheral devices have taken on a light accent of red- 
dish-golden color. Noticeably abraded in the left obverse field. 

578 1854-S AU 50 NGC. A sharply struck example of this popular, 
“common date” Type One twenty. Light in color, good portions of 
mint luster remain and a couple of more obvious field marks are seen 
on the left side of the obverse. 

579 1868-S AU 50 PCGS. The 1868-S compares to the 1867-S in scarci¬ 
ty in AU and lesser grades, yet, there have been only six mint state 
‘68-Ss certified by both of the major services making the AU coins 
of this date all the more important. This coin has numerous small 
bagmarks that are usually seen on this issue, and the obverse has a 
dirty, tarnished appearance. Some of the original luster still remains. 
Trends $1,150. 

580 1872 AU 58 PCGS. Very close to mint state, the lustrous surfaces 
have numerous small abrasions, none of which are individually dis¬ 
tracting. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLE 

581 1911-D MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck, the satiny luster overlays matte¬ 
like surfaces. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

582 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 PCGS. Subdued gray surfaces with a 
spot of golden in the center of the reverse. 

583 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 PCGS. Speckled gray patina in the 
fields on either side of this lone commemorative quarter. 

584 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 66 NGC. Full flowing luster peeks 
through original toning in russet and gray that is enhanced by orange 
and gold highlights on the reverse. A gorgeous gem. 

585 1921 Alabama MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with rings of light orange pati¬ 
na framing both sides. Easily choice, save for a couple of rather deep 
marks on Kilby’s portrait. 

586 1921 Alabama MS 64 NGC. Lustrous, with above average bright¬ 
ness and flash. A top-notch, near-gem example. 

587 1936 Albany MS 65 NGC. Brilliant except for a fine speckling of 
color on the right portion of both obverse and reverse. 

588 1936 Albany MS 66 PCGS. Bright mint luster overall with a pale 
overlay of patina. 

589 1937 Antietam MS 65 PCGS. Golden-rose toning with bright, 
underlying satin luster. 

590 1938-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding example of this tiny 
mintage issue. The surfaces are remarkably clean and framed in 
appealing gray-golden toning. Population: 23 in 66, 5 higher. 

591 1934 Boone MS 64 PCGS, subdued luster; 1893 Columbian 
Exposition MS 62 PCGS, untoned; and a 1936-D Rhode Island MS 
63 PCGS, lightly toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

592 1934 Boone MS 64 NGC; and a 1935/34 Boone MS 64 NGC, both 
coins are lightly toned and quite attractive. (Total: 2 coins) 

593 1935/34-S Boone MS 64 PCGS. Slightly subdued luster lies under 
the silver-gray patina on either side. 

594 1936 Boone MS 66 PCGS. The thick satin luster shows barely any 
color. Exceptional quality and a good value. 


595 1936 Boone PDS Set MS 66 NGC. All three coins are virtually 
mark-free and lightly toned in pastel shades. A well balanced gem 
set of Boone commemoratives. (Total: 3 coins) 

596 1937-D Boone MS 66 NGC. Silver-gray and reddish-gold pastels 
rest atop the lustrous surfaces of this gem Boone. 

597 1937-S Boone MS 65 PCGS. Lightly and attractively toned with 
strong underlying mint luster. A premium coin for the grade. 

598 1937-S Boone MS 66 NGC. Attractively toned with bright underly¬ 
ing satiny luster. 

599 1937 Boone PDS Set PCGS, the P-mint and S-mint coins are MS 65, 
the D-mint is an MS 64, all three are very lightly toned and well 
matched. Scarcer set. (Total: 3 coins) 

600 1925-S California MS 64 NGC; 1936 Cleveland MS 64; and an 1893 
Columbian Exposition MS 64, all three coins are lightly toned in 
varying degrees and are NGC certified. (Total: 3 coins) 

601 1936 Cincinnati MS 66 PCGS. Very scarce in such a superior state 
of preservation, this coin’s grade is derived not only from its clean 
overall appearance but also from its obviously original and attractive 
tonal qualities. 

602 1936-S Cincinnati MS 65 NGC. Clean and lustrous with milky, sil¬ 
ver-gray patina interspersed on either side. 

603 1936-S Columbia MS 65 NGC. Untoned and virtually unabraded. 

604 1936-S Columbia MS 65 NGC. Mottled reddish-brown peripheral 
toning. Clean fields. 

605 1936 Columbia PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous with some 
traces of light peripheral toning. A well balanced set. (Total: 3 coins) 

606 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. The obverse displays hints of 
peripheral golden toning while the reverse is more deeply colored in 
iridescent hues. 

607 1893 Columbian MS 63 NGC. Yellow-gold and sea-green toning in 
the protected peripheral areas. 

608 1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. Light gray color can be made out on 
each side. Satiny luster with clean surfaces. 

609 1928 Hawaiian MS 64 NGC. A splendid near-gem example of this 
condition rarity in the commemorative series. The satin surfaces are 
overlaid with gray-lilac patination with a wide arc of green-gold at 
the top of the obverse and bottom of the reverse. A true, upper-end 
or PQ coin. 

610 1935 Hudson MS 65 PCGS. A most unusual coin to locate in grades 
better than MS 64, most Hudson halves are extensively abraded and 
very few attain the 65 level. There are very few marks that interrupt 
the soft, frosted mint luster of this coin, and the centers are mostly 
untoned with a pale golden-yellow peripheral patina. Trends $1,250. 

611 1946 Iowa MS 67 PCGS. One of the more available commemorative 
half dollars in high grades, this coin is essentially untoned and bold¬ 
ly struck. 

612 1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC. Both sides exhibit traces of the mot¬ 
tled gray and golden-green toning which appears quite frequently on 
this issue. 

613 Original Group of Five 1936 Long Island Halves MS 66-67 
NGC. A marvelous grouping of five Long Island halves that have 
obviously been together since the year of issue, some sixty years 
ago. All the pieces are toned and each shows deep tab toning on 
either the obverse or reverse from many decades in an original five- 
piece cardboard holder of issue. Three of the coins grade MS 66 and 
two are 67. A rare, if not unique opportunity to acquire five unques¬ 
tionably original, high grade Long Island halves. (Total: 5 coins) 

614 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 PCGS. A top quality Lynchburg that 
exhibits intense satiny-white brilliance. 
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615 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. Superb, frosted luster and mostly bril¬ 
liant with just a touch of pale golden-olive patina. 

616 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Original, frosty surfaces that are deli¬ 
cately toned over all but the central devices. 

617 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Satiny mint luster and showing just the 
slightest hint of silver-gray color on either side. 

618 1934 Maryland MS 66 PCGS. Both obverse and reverse are accent¬ 
ed in specks of russet peripheral toning, with minimal contact marks 
on Lord Calvert’s portrait. 

619 1923-S Monroe MS 65 NGC. This is the first gem we have seen in 
several months. The Monroe is one of the most challenging condi¬ 
tion rarities in the entire commemorative series. Before certification 
collectors had an idea that this was a difficult item, and once the ser¬ 
vices started turning out substantial numbers of coins in slabs, this 
suspicion was confirmed. Very few gems of this issue have come to 
light over the past ten years and it is doubtful there are any signifi¬ 
cant hoards extant of high grade coins. This piece has muted gray 
surfaces with strong underlying mint luster and it is almost free from 
abrasions. 

620 1936 Norfolk MS 65 PCGS. Satiny, untoned, and typically clean. 

621 1933-D Oregon MS 64 PCGS. An untoned, frosty example of this 
low-mintage issue, notable as the first D-mint commemorative. 

622 1933-D Oregon MS 65 NGC. Creamy, minimally marked surfaces 
with blushes of pale violet and golden patina about the margins. 

623 1936 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned. 

624 1936 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. A mesmerizing Oregon that is deeply 
toned throughout. Both sides have taken on an even blue-gray color. 
Superb quality. 

625 1936 Oregon MS 67 NGC. Splotchy brick-red iridescence with sub¬ 
tle apple-green peripheral highlights forming over both sides. 

626 1937-D Oregon MS 67 PCGS. Splendid quality and mildly toned. 

627 1938 Oregon MS 65 NGC. A fully brilliant gem, one of just over 
6,000 pieces minted. 

628 1938 Oregon PDS Set PCGS, the P-mint is MS 62 and somewhat 
subdued, the D-mint and S-mints are MS 64 and lightly toned. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

629 1939-D Oregon MS 67 PCGS. One of the finer examples of this 
scarce, low mintage issue we have seen recently. Light in color, there 
are no mentionable abrasions on either side. 


630 1939-S Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Steel-gray overall with faint accents 
of golden. 

631 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. A high-end, wholly original example 
with a multitude of russet toning on the obverse, the reverse is pale 
gold. 

632 1921 Pilgrim MS 63 PCGS. The obverse is tinted a light silver-gray, 
with traces of golden color about the lettering. 

633 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. A blazing white example with virtually 
flawless fields and a bold strike. Only a few minor ticks away from 
perfection. 

634 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. Ultra-frosty with subtle orange 
and silver-gray highlights intermixed on either side. 

635 1935-S San Diego MS 65 NGC; and a 1936-D San Diego MS 65 
NGC, both are essentially white and untoned with sharp strikes. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

636 1935 Texas PDS Set MS 66 NGC. All three pieces are lightly and 
attractively toned. Obviously kept together since the year of issue. 
(Total: 3 coins)

637 1936-D Texas MS 65 PCGS. The most commonly seen gem in the 
Texas series. Bright with frosty luster. 

638 1927 Vermont MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant with occasional patch¬ 
es of golden patina. 

639 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Both sides have taken on attractive, 
light rose-golden toning with several darker russet streaks across 
Allen’s cheek. 

640 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Beautifully and originally toned. 

641 1947-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Wonderfully preserved 
and essentially untoned, both sides exhibit a semi-reflective appear¬ 
ance. Scarce issue in this grade. Population: 18 in 66, none finer. 

642 1949 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 NGC. Each coin is lus¬ 
trous and shows light golden toning. A nice looking, original set. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

643 1936 Wisconsin MS 67 NGC. Outstanding quality in this popular 
commemorative half. Barely toned, the surfaces are virtually devoid 
of abrasions or surface imperfections of any kind with the miner’s 
arm being particularly noteworthy with its lack of defects. 

644 1936 York MS 65 PCGS. Blazing white and lustrous with a hint of 
peripheral color. 

CERTIFIED TERRITORIAL GOLD 


645 1853 Assay Office Twenty-Dollar, 900 Thous. AU 53 PCGS. K- 

18, R.2. Sharply struck with especially good detailing on the shield 
and arrows in the eagle’s claw. The green-gold surfaces display love¬ 
ly mint luster and there are only a few small abrasions on either side. 

CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 


646 1883 Hawaii Dollar XF 45 PCGS. Light even wear with gray-brown 

surfaces and traces of luster remaining around the devices and let¬ 
tering. 

CERTIFIED PATTERN 


647 1868 One Cent, Judd-605, Pollock-670, R.6, PR 64 PCGS. 

Pattern one-cent with an obverse similar to the adopted three-cent 
nickel design, and a reverse with a large Roman numeral I in the cen¬ 
ter surrounded by a wreath. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. 
Mostly untoned with only slight flecks of color here and there.
